John Sherman of Ohio has now 


served a longer time in the United 
States eenate than auy other man ever 
served. He has passed thn record made 
3y Thomas H. Bsnton of Missouri, the 
thirty years senator." Mr. Benton 


was a member of the senate SO years 
and 5 months, or from Oct. 2, 1820, to 
March 3, 1851. Jobn Sherman entered 
tbe senate iu March, 1861, and has been 
there ever Rinnp. pynent during tbe fo^r 
years that he was secretary of the treus- 
nry under President Hayes. Mr. Sher- 
man's actual service to date, as shown 
by the official records of the senate, is 
as follows: 


March 21, 1361, to March 8, 1877—

Tho ballet devised by the 
Bridgeport roan has a cavity near tbe 
point, which causes it to "mushroom" 
—i. e., spread—oa striking, BO as "to 
produce a large and lacerated wound, 
accompanied by great shwk." lu time 
of peace it may be employed for killing 
lions, tigers and elephants. 


The very newest thing ill this line, 


however, is the aluminium bullet. Of 
course it ia very light, aluminium bein 
only about as heavy as chalk. It is not 
intended for use in war, but- for hunting 
and shooting at targets. 
Ordinary bul- 


lets have an excess of force for such 
purposes, traveling unnecessarily far. 
Those of alcmininm, on the other hand, 
have about the sumo force for short dis- 
tances, bat their velocity diminishes 
rapidly beyond 300 yards.

game a person foud of shooting may 
avail himself of tbe novel idea of an- 
other inventor, who suggests that tin- 
plate shot -wonld be preferable to the 
kind now in use. These latter are coat 
ed with graphite, to blacken and polish 
them, and this ia alleged to be objec- 
tionable because the graphite fonls the 
gnu. 
furthermore, the lead is acted 


upon chemically by thR auiraal juices 
so as to be injurious to ihe eater of the 
flesh. This is obviated by the coating 
of tin.—Boston Transcript.

Meebaii, iu a communication to! 


Prairie Farmer, states that be does not, 
believe tbac pure axle grease will bnrt j 
any trees. He also makes tbe following j 
remarks: 


A 10 cent box of axle prease will go • 


loug way. It may be applied to tha tree 
with a tbin brush or a woolen rag. Just 
bow high np tbe trnnk to carry it will 
depend on what depths of snow may be 
looked for. Mice work below the snow, 
rabbits above it. One application will 
bn sufficient, and this need iA>t be too 
thick. It ia better not to have it too 
thick. There ia another mixture that 
has been much praised. It is a wash 
made of lime, blnestone, sulphur aud 
water. To this same add a little glue, 
that it may better adhere to the tree. It 
takes but little copperas, and just enough 
to make the water bice is sufficient. 
It 


is claimed that neither mice nor rabbits 
will touch a tree which has been washed 
with this mixture. Cases are reported 
in which pare gas tar has been used on 
trees, but it should not be used, as there 
are known cares where tar has killed 
trees. 


Wire netting is cheaper in the long 


mil tban anything else. It should be 
procured EO wide that it may be cat np 
to advantage into strips of about a foot 
in width, or as much wider as the case 
demands. Where snows prevail a good 
deal it may take much wider strips to 
reach to the top nf expected snows. The 
strips should ba long enough to com- 
pletely enwrap tbe trnnk and allow for 
the expansion of it for several years. 
When cut to proper length and width, 
coil the wire about a broom handle or 
something like it. When unwound and 
set about tbe fruit tree, itclasps it tight, 
so that no tying is necessary, except at 
the top. Tbe bottom of tbe wire netting 
should go a little below ground, to keep 
out mice, as tbsse little animals work 
below the snow in winter, while tbe 
rabbit works above it 
These 
wire 


screens can ba bad to keep out borers as 
well as the otber enemies referred to 
by getting the meshes smaller. Tbe size 
used for screens and windows wonld be 
about the right material to use. If at 
any time those screens need to be takeu 
off the trees, perhaps to be painted, the 
work ia easily done, and the screens are 
Boon readjusted. 
With the aid of a lit- 


tle paint they will last a long while. 


Shrubs In Winter.

shrubs with straw or burlap in all sec- 
tions where vigorous winters prevail.

The cnt shows this arrangement 
in use wit^ Tees' weopiug mulberry, a 
tree very difficult to protect in tbe usual 
way. A bit of cloth can bo stretched 
across tbe top of the wBole in roof form, 
two opposite corner stakes being luft 
higher than tbe other two. 


Keeping Apples. 


From the Pardua (Ind.) station comes 


this advice about keeping Jviuter apples: 


The proper temperature for keeping 


apples is as nearly 35 degrees F. as it is 
possible to keep it, and in order to main- 
tain this it will often be necessary in 
this climate to provide a separate place 
for storing the fruit, as the average cel- 
lar under the dwelling house is \vhollj 
nnfit for this purpose. If tho cellar con- 
sists of several compartments, so that one 
can be shut off completely from Mio 
others, and t he temperature in this kept 
below 40 degrees, it will answer the 
purpose very well. 
If this cannot DO 


done, a cheap storage house ma; bo 
built in connection with the icehouse 
by building a room underneath, having 
it surrounded with ice on tho sides and 
overhead, with facilities for drainage 
underneath, keeping the air dry by 
means of chloride of calcium placed on 
the floor in nn open water tight vessel, 
snoh as a Iwge milk crook or pan. 
In 


this way the temperature may be kopt 
very near tho freezing point the your 
ronnd, and apples may be kopt almost 
indefinitely.

oug way. It may be applied to the tree 
with a thin brush or a woolen rag. Just 
low high np the trunk to carry it will 
depend on what depths of snow may be 
ooked for. Mice work below the snow, 
rabbits above it. One appli<"Uion will 
in sufficient, and this need but be too 
thick. It is better not to have it too 
thick. There is another mixture tbat 
aaa been mnsh praised. It is a wash 
made of hmo, blnestone. snlpbnr and 
water. To this same add a little glne, 
that it may better adhere to the tree. It 
takes bnt little copperas, and just enongh 
to make the water bine is sufficient. 
It 


is claimed that neither mice nor rabbits 
will touch a tree which has been washed 
wiih this mixture. Cases are reported 
in which pure gas tar has been nsed on 
trees, bnt it should not be nsed, as there 
are known canes where tar has killed 
trees. 


Wire netting is cheaper in the Ions 


run than anything else. It should he 
procured so wide that it may be cnt up 
to advantage into strips of abont a foot 
in width, or as much wider us the case 
demands. Where snows prevail a pood 
deal it may take much wider strips to 
reach to the top of expected snows. The 
strips shonld be long enonqb to com- 
pletely enwrap tbe trunk and allow for 
tbe expansion of it for several years. 
When cut to proper length and width, 
coil tbe wire about a broom handle or 
something like it. When nnwouud and 
set abont the fruit tree, itclasps it right, 
so tbat no tying is necessary, except at 
the top. Tbe bottom of tbe wire netting 
should go a little below ground, to keep 
out mice, as these little animals work 
below the snow ia winter, while the 
rabbit works above it 
These wire 


screens can ba had to keep out borers as 
weli as the other enemies referred to 
by getting the meshes smaller. Tbe size 
nsed for screens and windows would be 
about the right material to nse If at 
any time these screens need to be taken 
off the trees, perhaps to be painted, the 
work is easily done, and tbe screens are 
goon readjusted. With the aid of a lit- 
tle paint they will last a long while.

Keeping Applm.

The proper temperature for keepiiiR 


apples is as nearly 35 degrees F. as it is 
possible to keep it, and in order to main- 
tain thU it will often be necessnry 111 
this climate to provide a (separate place 
for storing the fr.iit, as the average cel- 
lar under the dwelling house is wholly 
unfit for this pjrposo. If the cellar con- 
sists of several compartments, so that one 
can be shut off completely from tuo 
others, and the temperature in this kept 
below 40 degroes, it will answer the 
purpose very well. 
If ibis cuuimt u<) 


done, a cheap storage house ma., bo 
bnilt 111 connection with the icehouse 
by building a room underneath, having 
it surrounded with 100 ou the sides and 
overhead, with facilities for drninago 
underneath, keeping the air dry by 
means of chloride of calcium placed on 
the floor in an open water tight vessel, 
such as a Ktige milk crock or pan. In 
this way the temperature may be kept 
Tery near the freezing point the year 
round, and apples may bo kept almost 
inde&uiloly.
